The private car ol E. H. Talbott, editor of 


The Eailway Age, which attracted so much 
attention at the railway exposition, Chicago, 
although it was then incomplete In its fur- 
nishings, arrived in the city yesterday after- 
noon. This car, from-platform to platfartn 
and track to roof, outside and inside, is sold 
to be the finest and best specimen of work In • 
several branches ever put upon a car, its 
equal for convenience, durability, beauty and 
completeness never having.been made. Tho 
car, manufactured at the Pullman Palace 
Car Works, has been Building lor over a year, 
much of the time, however, being given for 
thoimints and woodwork to season. The idea 
of this car, particularly its plan of construc- 
tion, was conceived by a prominent railroad 
man of the west, who finally induced Mr. 
Talbott to cause its construction. The pecu- 
liar plan is this: The various lines of stock 
and equipments used in its building and fur- 
nishing were procured from the leading man- 
facturers of this and foreign countries, thus 
putting them to the same test and demon- 
strating which is the best. 
For illustration, 


six of the large 43-inch wheels used on the 
car are from Krupp's works, Essen, Germany, 
mid the other six from tho Midvale works, 
Fhilaaolphia. This plan of construction is 
carried out in various departments, even to 
the lamps, wood and glass works, thereby 
giving a thorough and impartial test to rail- 
way goods of American and foreign manu- 
facture, every part being tho best made in 
that particular line. 


The main features of tho car, as noticed at 


a hasty glance, are as here given: The palace, 
as it might properly bo called, is sixty-eight 
feet in length. Upon entering one finds him- 
self in a commodious observation room, ele- 
gantly furnished, furniture upholstered in 
leather. Just beyond this is Mr. Talbott's 
private room, finished in cream-colored wood, 
with amaranth trimmings. One of the most 
elegant folding beds in construction, carving, 
etc., ever manufactured has a place in this: 
room. Connected with this private apart- 
ment is a large dressing-room, with all; mod- 
ern furnishings. Running from the observa- 
tion room, past the private apartments, is a 
passageway, leading into a roomy parlor, 
which is sixteen feet in length and occupies 
the entire width of the car. This room is fin- 
ished fa mahogany and upholstered in velour, 
carpeting? and lambrequins being of! heavy 
and elegant make. In one end is a large sofa, 
which can be readily turned into an upper 
and lower berth. Above this sofa is a heavy 
French plate-glass mirror, surrounded by 
smaller plate mirrors. Adjoining upon the 
opposite end and opening into the parlor is a 
sleeping room, with two double sections. 
Beyond this room are the gents' toilet rooms, 
•wine locker, eta. The toilet-room furnish- 
ings are of the variegated Tennessee marble, 
which cannot bo stained, but ever carries its 
glossy and clean appearance. 
A triple 


silver-plate water cooler is also hero found. 
The wine locker is commodious and complete 
in every detail. Next to these rooms comes 
the butler's pantry, also as complete and con- 
venient as the adjoining apartments. Here 
also is a Lorillard refrigerator, with solid 
plate-glass front, and an acquisition of no 
little importance. Occupying a roomy space 
in the rear end of the car, a passageway 
being arranged so that persons can pass from 
tho rear platform into the other apartments, 
is the kitchen and cook room, which is a per- 
fect model for such a department. It is fur- 
nished with a Siraonds range and all modern 
kitchen inventions. The range has elegant 
nickel-plate ornamentations of original de- 
sign. Both platforms of the car are sur- 
rounded by heavy steel and bronze railings, of. 
novel, original and appropriate design. 


One feature noticed on the platform is the 


arrangements for lighting lamps, and re- 
flectors being placed under the hoods on 
either end of the car. An arrangement in- 
side in tho shapo of a miniature Westing- 
house brake is one of no little interest end 
practical value for safety. With it a train 
can be stopped as readily as it could were the 
brakes applied by the engineer, and by it is 
recorded every move made by the engineer 
of a train in operating the air-brake.

Curious Causes of Strikes. 


Two strikes have occurred during 


tho present month in the city of 
Marseilles, France, the motives of 
which are out of the common run. 
On July C about 1,300 Piedmontese 
employed in the St. Just oil factory 
left work and tried to prevent their 
countrymen in the Magdalen factory 
from working. 
The main cause of 


discontent, on the part of tho work- 
men was not their small pay — from 
58 to 80 cents a day for twelve hours' 
work — but the* tyranny of the : com- 
panies, which keep all doors closed 
during working hours, so that the 
men are compelled to buy from the 
inside contents what they need for 
breakfast or Innch. They asked for 
half an hour for breakfast and nn 
hour for lunch, a practical reduction 
of an hour and a half in the working 
day. 
Tho other strike was that of 


2,000 waiters employed in the hotels, 
restaurants, cafes, and saloons of the 
great seaport. It began on the 12th 
instant, the first demand of the 
knights of tho white apron being the 
liberty to wear a mustache. They 
refused to submit longer to the cus- 
tom obliging them to wear only whis- 
kers, and took the ground that, when 
out of work, they were mistaken for 
lawyers, ivhich, so they said, deeply 
wounded their self-love.

Debt Statement, 


WASHINGTON, Augusts.—A comparison 


of the public debt statement, issued yester- 
day with that issued a month ago, shows 
that while the debt—less cash in the treas 
ury—is less by nearly $8.000,000 than it was 
July 1, yet the actual reduction for July 
was, in round numbers $1,700,000. 
The 


cash in the treasury was increased a little 
over $0.000,000. The amount of bonds re- 
deemed during July last year was $13,000,- 
000. The amount redeemed this year dur- 
ing July was only $«10.000.BEven Hall the 
bonds embraced in the last call, $32,000,000, 
should be redeemed by 
November 1, tho 


amount would be less by $18,000,000 than 
the amount redeemed during the 
same 


period of last year, tin spite of the opera- 
tions of the new tariff and internal revenue 
laws, the revenue of the government during 
the last month wore only $4,000,000 less 
than they were July of last year. Customs 
.receipts Were nearly $1,000,000 larger. 


This la accounted for .by..the fact that a 


much larger quantity of dutiable merchan- 
dise was brought {.out ot bond last month 
than during July of last vear. The inter- 
nal revenue receipts fell off $3,300,000 as 
compared to tho receipts for July of last 
your. Most of this reduction is attributa- 
ble to the repeal of the bank taxes, which 
were payable in July and January :of each 
year. July of last year had the benefit of 
these taxes. The miscellaneous receipts 
were nearly $2,000,000 less last month than 
for the corresponding,month 
last year. 


The com parlson,|taken|all-in-all, indicates 
that the reduction of revenues this fiscal 
year will fall fur short of the predictions 
made last winter by the authors and advo- 
cates of the DO w tax law.

A comparison of the treasurer's statement 


of assets and liabilities with ' that issued 
July 1 shows that the amount of gold 
coin and gold bullion owned by the govern- 
ment, exclusive of the amount held against 
outstanding gold certificates, was reduced 
last month from one hundred and thirty- 
eight millions to one hundred and thirty- 
two millions, and the amount of silver 
dollars owned by the government exclu- 
sive of the amount held azainst outstand- 
ing silver certificates was increased during 
the month by onlyxfod.OOO, the amount now 
being $639,428 37.

She was the 
principal witness in the Doughty murder 
case and the proprietress of the house in.

Doughty. The latter, who is well connect- 
ed in Hew York, has been engaged in min- 
ing enterprises in Pera), Mexico, and the 
result was that ho struck it rich. Three 
weeks ago he left the mines and rode some 
two hundred miles with a mule train into 
El Paso, where he got upon a spree with 
some friends and visited tho^Tational thea- 
tre, a low variety ball with wine room at- 
tachment. 
After leaving this place they 


proceeded to take in the town, and "de- 
clared themselves" 
by

landladies mado a complaint 
and

warrant was handed Officer Moad, who 
traced the hilarious ones to the. house of 
Dora Scott, 'known in El Paso as "No. 

Here the officer found Doughty re- 
clining upon u lounge with a revolver in 
his hand and when the demand for sur- 
render was mado Doughty straigbtencdfup 
on the sofa and deliberately fired at the 
officer with the remark that, "No Texan 
- of an ofliccr could arrest him . " Moad 
felt dead upon the piazza, and Doughty 
escaped to the Organ mountain, whore he 
met a Mexican and purchased a caparisoned 
horse with which he crossed the plains,

He was removed a 
nock ago to Ysleta, a .few miles from £1 
Paso, and being wealthy proceeded to fix 
the witnesses of the prosecution. It is gen- 
erally believed his agents induced Dora 
Seott. tl e proprietress, to leave the town. 
She left El Paso and came to this city, Hid- 
ing for several days, but the officers heard 
of her and telegraphed the El Paso city 
marshal, who came in Tuesday only to find 
that sSie hail "skipped" with ,a passenger 
conductor on the Ft. Worth and Denver 
railroad. Mrs. Scott had left her house in 
charge of 
a woman known -as~ Alice. 


and as things were growing warm owing 
to the trial, which commences. August 0, 
Alice and the other girls left El Paso on 
Sunday evening, passing 
through Fort 


M orth Tuesday. Doughty has retained all 
the leading lawyers in and about El Paso 
so that the prosecution may not employ 
them. The trial Is expected to be full of 
interest owing to the high connections of 
the murderer, who has hosts of friends In 
Mexico and Texas, and the friends ot the 
slain officer are doing all they can to make 
a case against Donghty.

A platform was 
erected in front ot a Bate section ot the 
dyspeptic amphitheatre, and after the 
crowd had collected there was music by 
the glee club, prayer by Bev. Joiner, an- 
other song, and then James Hollinger, 
president ot the day, delivered a cordial 
address of welcome to all visitors tern 
the neighboring cities.

the colored lawyer, ot Bloomington, who 
distinguished himself hi the spring of 
1880 by delivering a speech welcoming 
Oen. Grant and party to that city, was 
then introduced as the orator of tho day. 
Mr. Hill, who is a fine appearing gentle- 
man, apparently about 35 yean of age, 
was greeted very cordially by his auditors, 
and foe an hoar he spoke forcibly and
